amp Oakes, nestled in the mountains 

below Big Bear, is a relaxed, serene 

spot where the echoes of laughter 
set the mood for the 183 8- to 13-year-old 
campers. 

West End YMCA gets one week of the 
summer resident camp and according to 
Russ Calderwood, assistant camp director, 
fills 99 percent on the first day signups are 
accepted. 

“Camping,” Calderwood said, “is 
something every child should have an 
opportunity to experience. All camps place 
emphasis on group-living, sharing, new 
friendships and enjoying the great 
outdoors.” 

Campers are housed in ‘‘bunk”’ houses, 
three-sided, roofed structures, with a trained 
YMCA leader and eight to 10 children. 

“Sometimes we have some that are little 
unsure about sleeping in something that 
doesn't have four walls but after the first 
night, they all seem to love going to sleep 
watching the stars,” said Keri Scully, 
program specialist and LIT (Leaders in 
Training) director at Camp Oakes. 

Scully, affectionately Known as “Skeri”’ 
by the campers came to Camp Oakes as a 
camper herself when she was a child. Now 
she acts as a counselor and is sold on what 
the program has to offer. 


All staff, with the exception of the Camp 
Director, are volunteers and receive no pay. 
LITs actually pay to go. 

Among the activities available for the 
children attending are crafts, row boating, 
kayaking and canoeing, swimming, archery, 
riflery, nature lore, horseback riding, a 
cookout and overnight camp-out, games, 
songs and campfires. 

Although activities are structured, 
campers are able to follow their special 
interests. “We try to make sure every 
camper does everything at least once,”’ 
Scully said. 

“Often there are things they never have 
done before and aren’t too sure they want to 
try but we encourage them to at least give it 
a try. Many times the new activity becomes a 
favorite,” she said. 

Safety and fun are stressed equally, 
Calderwood said. “With any area that is as 
rocky and hilly as this, you are going to have 
scraped knees and twisted ankles once in 
awhile but we haven’t had any serious 
injuries for as long as ! can remember.” 

Probably one of the most noticable 
things about the campers is the lack of 
arguments. Everyone is smiling, laughing — 
there are no signs of tears, unhappy faces or 
the sound of voices raised in bad temper or 
anger.

Calderwood looked around at the boys 
and girls and said, ‘‘That’s not really so 
surprising, we like each other.” 

The 260-acre co-ed camp owned by the 
Long Beach YMCA is designed for children 8 
to 13 years old and this year, for the first 
time, a leadership camp was offered in 
conjunction with the regular session of 
Camp Oakes. 

Leadership camp, Scully said, is for girls 
13 to 14 who are too old for Camp Oakes but 
not old enough to train to be leaders. 

“It has worked extremely well. The girls 
love the camp experience already and are 
enjoying learning if becoming a leader in 
training is what they want for next year,” 
Scully said. 

All activities are structured for both age 
and interest. The overnight camp-out has 
different routes and differences for both 
ages and sexes. 

The longest distance, for the older group 
of boys, involved a trip of about 16 miles 
round trip, while the shortest, for the 
youngest girls, was only about % of amile 
total. 

“We aren’t trying to push anyone into 
doing anything that is too much for them but 
we don’t want anyone left out either,” Scully 
said. “Offering something that fits each age 
group aloows us to do it.” 

A typical day, Calderwood said, begins at 
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7 a.m. with wake-up call. “By 7:15, everyone 
is assembled at the flag pole for 
inspirational time. This is when a theme for 
the day such as ‘friendship’ is selected and 
then we sing songs and tell stories about 
it.” 

Breakfast is at 8. Each cabin sends two 
people per day to set up the table, serve and 
then clean up. “This is a rotating thing; 
everyone helps,” he said. 

After breakfast, campers go back to their 
cabins with the leaders in training to 
oversee the straightening up of the cabins. 

“This is the time when the director and 
unit leaders get together and discuss things 
— do problem-solving,” Calderwood said. “If 
there is a child being left out of things, is 
homesick or if there is a problem with an 
activity, this is when we take care of it.” 

At 9:30, the unit directors (cabin 
counselors) return to their charges for 
activity times. Cabins sign up as a group for 
activities, two in the morning and three in 
the afternoon. 

“They do everything as a unit, they 
decide what they want to do, they cooperate 
in decisions. and in everything else,” Scully 
said. ‘““You’d be surprised how short of a 
time it takes for them to get into it.” 

Riflery, said program specialist Tom 
Tolliver who handles the activity, is very 
popular and_not just with the boys.

“Although some girls are a little 
reluctant to try it, they are actually easier to 
teach and better shots than most boys,” he 
said. 

Strict safety regulations are always in 
effect near the rifle range. Campers shoot 
single-action .22 rifles at paper targets from 
a prone position. 

“The guns are almost too heavy for the 
younger girls,” Tolliver said, ‘“‘but the prone 
position helps somewhat.” 

“Bulis eyes” are valued highly by any 
rifleman fortunate enough to make one. 
Camper Eric Eaders, proudly showed his off 
to Calderwood when he came to the 
shooting platform. 

Those with long memories probably can 
recall the Chipmunk’s “Letter from Camp” 
song but the only similarity present at Camp 
Oakes is the letter itself. “We make them 
write home once and encourage the parents 
to write once also,” Calderwood said. 
Phones calls, in either direction, are 
“verboten.” 

Themes play a large role in camp 
activities. “It makes it all more fun,” 
Calderwood said. The first breakfast, is 
always “pajamarino,” he said. ‘‘There’s 
something about showing up for breakfast 
in your pajamas that beaks down all barriers. 
It’s instant relaxation. How can you be

In a tropical jungle, two men wrestle a crate out 
of a Land Rover. 

They gingerly set it on the porch of a small 
mission hospital whereone, adomtor, pries it open. 
Bandages, syringes and vitamins pour out like 
candy from a pinata, revealing a 15-year-old but 
shiny X-ray machine. 

“It’s like Christmas in July!,” the missionary 
exclaims. 

Leaning against the wall, the crate lid bears the 
return address of REAP International, Upland. 


REAP is a Christian organization that supplies 
“useable medical equipment” to 465 mission 
hospitals in 87 countries. It is ‘‘the only 
organization in the world that has the scope of 
ministry we do,” said founder Jim Sharp. 

“The key word is useable,” said Sharp, who 
dropped his own career as a radiologist to start 
REAP in a small La Verne office ten years ago. 

At the time, REAP stood for for Radiological 
Equipment Assistance Program, but Sharp said 
they dropped the full name and the periods 
between the initials five years ago and started 
supplying more than radiological equipment. 

Today REAP operates out of a refurbishing and 
shipping building and a storage and office building 
on Ninth Street in Upland. 

in 1982 it shipped 108 tons of medical 
equipment and supplies. So far this year, mission 
hospitals have requested as much equipment as 
they requested in all of 1982, Sharp said. 

The equipment is useable because of the care 
taken in the refurbishing and shipping building. 

“Well over 75 percent (of the medical 
equipment) sent (to mission hospitals) by well- 
meaning people never sees operation,” Sharp said. 

The most common reason is the equipment is 
not complete or otherwise “didn’t work when it left 
here.” 

REAP refurbishes all the medical equipment 
donated to it, said Sharp, adding that local 
hospitals, doctors, clinics and medical suppliers 
often donate their equipment when it is replaced 
with something newer. 

“Eighty percent of our equipment comes from a 
radius of 65 miles,” he said. 

Usually, even 15- to 20-year-old medical 
equipment is welcomed by mission hospitals, 
Sharp said. ‘‘On the average, they are about 20 
years behind, technologically, in their equipment.” 

Besides, Sharp said, it doesn’t make sense to 
take “highly sophisticated equipment with an LED 
readout ... and put it out in the jungle 500 miles. 
There are just more things that can go wrong.”

Ten years ago, Jim 
Sharp found out mission 
hospitals were having 
trouble getting medical 
equipment.

“You're better off with the simpler machines,” 


he said. 


Under the watchful eyes of Sharp and Bill 
Teninty, a biomedical engineer who is operations 
manager, the used machines are carefully checked, 
repaired, refurbished and tested until they meet the 
manufacturer’s original standards. 

If the machines are too old or too damaged to 
repair, they are disassembled for parts, because 
some mission hospitals are using similar 
machines. REAP is about the only place the 
hospitals can find such old spare parts, Sharp said. 

After the “new” machines have been 
photographed to ease reassembly, they are 
carefully packed in crates. That careful packaging 
eliminates the second most common reason for 
machines not being useable — damage in transit. 

“If they’re not properly crated, they get over 
there and they’re all busted up,” Sharp said.

soon found out that most 
had given up sending 
medical equipment 
overseas because of the 
problems involved. 

Since there was a need 
for someone to refurbish 
and ship medical 
equipment, he started 
doing it. 

He opened a small 
office in La Verne and 
started a ‘‘one-man, 
volunteer operation.” 

“When word got out, | 
was inundated by calls 
from all over the world,” 
Sharp said. 

So he closed his own 
office — giving up what 
he described as “‘a 
substantial bit of 
income” — and relied on 
the Lord, he said.0

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Medical supplies are ‘‘not our primary effort,” 
and are not ordered, but are a sort of bonus. Even 
though the crate is custom-built around the piece 
of equipment, “there are always empty spaces’”’ 
into which supplies can be placed. 

Since shipping costs are usually by the cubic 
footage, not the weight, it costs nothing extra to 
send the supplies. 

“An average of $1,000 to $4,500 in medical 
supplies goes in every crate,” he said. In a pile of 
40 crates in one building, “there is over $40,000 in 
medical supplies we’re giving away.” 


“We get some letters back ... one said it was 
like Christmas in July. One sent us a (photograph) 
showing the open side”’ of a crate, with medical 
supplies flowing out “‘like a big waterfall,’ Sharp 
said.

The library staff considers anyone who uses the 
library as a friend as well as a patron. But “The 
Friends” is a term that is often heard around here, 
and for good reason. 

“The Friends” is a shortened name for the 
Friends of the Upland Public Library, which is a 
formal organization made up of citizens in our 
community who are concerned with the quality of 
library services offered to Upland residents. With 
their membership rolls swelling to over 300, the 
group has had quite an impact on the quality of 
library services the City of Upland offers its 
citizens. 

What kind of impact have they made? Like most 
library friends groups, the Upland Friends are 
always ready with their purse when it comes to 
buying furniture and equipment. Catalog tables, 
map cases, patio furnishings. ~* ~dio-visual 
equipment are ail acquisitions maas ~_ “ands 
of the past. But a mere listing of their purcnases 
does not show the real picture. For instance, a year 
and a half ago the Friends purchased a large screen 
television set and video disk equipment. They also 
provided seed money to start the video disk 
collection. Over 7,000 is the recorded attendance 
for library movies to date. Patrons, many of them 
children, have been able to enjoy movies such as 
“Arsenic and Old Lace,” “The Philadelphia Story”

Unless you’re involved in a community activity, 
such as youth athletics, you don’t realize how 
important they are. The benefits don’t always jump 
out at you like interest in a bank account, but they 
add up. Kids have to have an outlet for their energy. 
If they don’t they run the streets and get into 
trouble. Keeping them busy is the most apparent 
benefit, but there are others too. They have 
opportunities to be part of ateam and no matter 
what it is or how small, the part they play is 
important. They have opportunities to develop both 
physical and mental skills that will stay with them 
the rest of their lives. 

You know, a lot of people seem to think that 
money spent on these activities is wasted, but | can 
tell you, it’s a lot cheaper to spend money for 
bleachers, lights and equipment than it is to house 
akid in juvenile hall! 

Yet, you have to work so hard to find money for 


and “Annie.” Two years ago the group bought the 
library the first public microfiche file which holds 
past issues of “Time,” “Newsweek,” “Science” 
and other popular magazines which are on 
microcards. These microcards are used for 
research and term papers by our patrons. Since 
that time, the public has been able to retrieve the 
materials directly. An average of 150 microcards are 
used weekly. This is a direct service made possible 
by the Friends. 

Last year the Friends purchased a 
microcomputer and printer for the library. Because 
of this purchase, the library has just published its 
fourth edition of the Community Resources 
Directory. It is the first edition produced on the 
computer. Hundreds of people request the 
directory and it is used by individuals for personal 
use as well as by health and mental care 
professionals. Even the Upland Police Department 
has made the directory available in their patro! cars 
*- sted officers in their jobs. This directory was 
made possible largely due to the Friends’ efforts. 

The group has also sponsored most of the 
library programs and special events. To date 626 
children have registered for the summer reading 
progra and 450 is the total attendance figure for the

these kids! For example, in 1978, after Proposition 
13, the Citizens for Youth Activities in Upland 
attended every city council meeting to lobby for 
money for youth athletics. Finally, after a mid-term 
review of the budget, the council “found” $530,000 
which was used for lights, equipment and other 
recreational facilities. These benefited the soccer, 
Pop Warner, Little League, Colt, Pony and 
American Legion teams, plus other activities that 
help hundreds of children. This year, through a 
$58,000 Community Development Block Grant 
authorized by the City of Upland, we will get some 
much-needed bleachers at Hawkins Field.

The work isn’t over, however. We need more 
community involvement and parents willing to 
participate. It’s worth all the effort though, because 
the benefits far outlast the work and effort.

Occasionally, readers of these scribblings will 
call to say they are interested and to offer other 
gems from the past: Nobody has yet advised ‘ 
scrapping the column, so | will carry on a bit. Most 
of what | put on paper is just what I recall, 

_ personally, and | would never twist the truth. I’m 
like my Pop, who often said “I would tell it six or 
eight different ways, before | would lie about it.” 

Since | was part of Upland’s small fry, many 
changes have been made “downtown.” Late 
comers may be interested in some of them. At 
Euclid and Ninth, the Mobil Station was the site of 
the First Presbyterian Church. Rev. Stone was 
minister. His son, E. Tweed Stone, and his wife, 
Zella, founded Stone Funeral Home, and Tweed 
was later mayor of Upland. The east corner of that 
block was Draper’s Mortuary. East, across First 
Avenue, the weed covered lot was the Upland Inn, 
which burned a few years ago. 

Upland Savings is on the site of the “old” 
Upland Lumber Co., now relocated. Much earlier, 
Upland Grammar School was located there. Upland 
Bakery at 120 E. Ninth, was Danner’s Bakery. The 
now vacant Crocker Bank was the First National 
Bank, with the Magnolia Building and Loan in it’s 
western end. 

North, across Ninth from the bank, was Mac’s 
Drug Store, run by P.H. McQillan, an early mayor of 
Upland. It had everything. including a soda fountain 
and beauty shop. | came out of Mac’s one day, and 
found aman laying on the sidewalk, evidently out 
cold. 

| ran back in and alerted Mac, who ran out with 
first aid. The fellow came around, mumbling about 
tack of food, hungry kids, etc. A hat was passed 
among the many onlookers, and the poor soul 
staggered away with the generous Upiander’s cash. 
A couple of weeks later, the Upland News ran a 
note about the same panhandler using the same 
trick in various local towns. 

Mac retired, and the corner became Harris 
Pharmacy. Then, the J.J. Atwood Co., next door, to 
the north, added the corner to their clothing 
establishment. | recall at least one remarkable 
feature of the original Atwood store. 

The cashier was on a balcony at the rear. From 
several sales locations, overhead cables ran to the 
cashier. When a sale was made, the sales ticket 
and cash were put into a container. A cord was 
pulled to hoist the container to the overhead cable. 
Another cord was pulled, and a slingshot-like 
gadget sent the container sizzling up to the cashier, 
along the cable. Change came back as the 
containers coasted back down the cable. It was fun 
to buy something you might not really need, just to 
watch it work. 

On east on Ninth, Transamerica Financial was 
the Commerical National Bank, and later, the first 
home of Upland Savings and Loan. The building at 
257 was the home of the Upland News, and on the 
corner to the east, the First Assembly of God 
Church was the First Church of the Nazarene. 

The parking lot, east of the Grove Theater, was 
Engle Ford Agency, later owned by Mildred 
Puckett, and then by Elfery Wright. Charles and 
Mildred Puckett had orignially had a Ford agency 
where the Bank of America now stands. They 
‘moved to Ontario, with a partner, as Reese-Puckett 
Ford, and Alan Couch took over the now B of A site, 
selling and servicing Chevrolets. Mildred came 
back to Upland, buying from the Engles. She tater

Plan your child’s 
route to school 


The following tips were provided by the Public 
Safety Department of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 
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Most children are under supervision at home 
and are watched almost constantly while they are 
in school. 

But children face many dangers between home 
and school. 

Children account for a larger number of 
pedestrian accidents than other age groups. About 
20 percent of the pedestrians killed in accidents are 
5 to 14 years old. 

Parents can help their children face those 
dangers by teaching children about them, and by 
being aware of the dangers themselves. 

About one ‘in four children in the United States 
rides a bus to school. Parents should be sure their 
children become familiar with the standard school 
bus rules, know their responsibilities as a school 
bus rider and learn the driver’s name. 

In addition, children should be taught that 
school bus riding is a privilege that can be taken 
away if the child’s conduct affects the safety of 
other children, and that defacing school buses and 
school property can be expensive to parents, who 
pay for those things. 

There are ten rules for school bus riders: 

1. Leave home early enough to arrive at your 
school bus stop on time. But don’t arrive too early. 
2. Wait for your school bus in a safe place — 

well off the roadway — and remain there quietly. 

3. Enter the school bus in an orderly manner 
and take your seat. Remain quiet. 

4. Follow the instructions of your school bus 
driver, who is in charge at all times. 

5. Remain in your seat while the school bus is in 
motion. 

6. Help keep the bus clean. 

7. Keep your head and arms inside the bus at all 
times. 

8. Be courteous to the bus driver and other 
passengers. 

9. Be alert for traffic while leaving the bus. 

10. Learn the emergency drill procedures. 

Many children also walk to school, and parents 
should carefully plan a child's route to school. The 
guidelines below should help plan the safest route. 

Children should take the safest, most direct 
route. If there is a shorter route that is less safe, 
you should explain why it is better to take the 
longer route. 

Select a route that has aminimum of street 
crossings. Consider the street width, the traffic 
volume or speed and whether there are adequate 
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gaps in traffic for a child to cross. . You'll be glad you did!

have a crossing guard. 

Select routes so that as many children as 
possible will merge at one place when crossing a 
hazardous street. 

Try to use traffic signals that have separate 
walk-don’t walk indicators. Be certain your child is 
familiar with special traffic movements at 
signalized intersections, such as those created by 
turn arrows and lanes. 

instill an awareness of the potential danger 
when a car passes through a crosswalk while 
turning during a green light. Have them wait for a 
new green light before crossing, and check for 
oncoming cars. 

Use sidewalks, pathways or bikepaths at every 
opportunity — they provide buffer zones from 
traffic flow. If a roadway must be used, stress 
walking on the left, facing traffic, and staying as far 
from the traveled road surface as possible. 

In addition, children should be taught to cross 
only at corners, use a crosswalk, look both ways 
before crossing, and never cross from between two 
parked Cars. 

Children who ride bikes to school should also 
have their routes planned, using much the same 
criteria. 

They should also be taught to obey all traffic 
signs and signals, use hand signals, always stop 
before entering a street from a driveway or 
sidewalk, and always give pedestrians and cars the 
right-of-way. 

Parents who drive their children to school can 
be a traffic hazard themselves. They create 
congestion and increased traffic near the large 
numbers of children gathered at the schooi. 

If children must be driven to school, parents 
should try to park on the side of the street the 
school is on so children don’t have to cross 
between parked cars. 

Neighbors should try to pool rides. 

And parents should always comply with the 
speed limits in school zones. Research has shown 
that neighborhood residents typically drive 10 mph 
over the posted speed limits in school zones, and 
some of the worst offenders are parents. 

So make sure your children know how to deal 
with traffic at its worst, and don’t contribute to it.

On opening day, the school will have a capacity 
of 1,200 students; 850 freshmen, sophomores and 
juniors will be shifted over during the 1983-84 
school year. A senior class will be added the 
second year. 

Twelve relocatable classrooms in three 
buildings will be used until the area’s growth 
permits the construction of more permanent 
structures. The school will ultimately hold 2,500 
students. ; 

Since construction has started on the 8,000-unit 
Victoria Village housing community in the area, the 
need to expand the school may not be far away.

Well, Upland’s Tom Scaletta has found a less 
“uniform” way to savor international cooking. 

Scaletta’s back on the road after a short visit 
home. He spent a few days in Upland, sandwiched 
between a two-week stay in Belgium and a visit to 
Venezuela via Miami, Fla., and Columbia. 

That’s more exotic locales than most folks see 
in a lifetime, but the 20-year old Upland High 
product hasn’t exactly been on a Love Boat cruise 
this summer. 

He’s a key member of the United States 
National baseball team. Scaletta, a two-year 
starter at shortstop for Cal Poly, was the starting 
shortstop for the U.S. at the recently completed 
Intercontiental Cup Series in Belgium. 

Scaletta helped spark the U.S. to a second- 
place finish in that tournament, hitting a robust 
.370 and sparkling afield. 

The U.S. went 8-3 in the tourney. A veteran 
Cuban team won the competition at 9-2, and in the 
process administered all three defeats to the 
youthful U.S. team, made up mostly of college 
sophomores and juniors. 

“It’s been quite an experience so far,” Scaletta 
said. ‘But it’s no vacation. We are in these 
countries to play baseball, not to take in the 
sights. Since we are representing the U.S., we 
have to be on our best behavior on and off the 
field.” 

Scaletta certainly was at his best in Belgium 
as the U.S. team just missed winning the tourney. 

“We, Cuba and Taiwan all wound up with 
identical records in the round-robin portion of the 
tourney,” Scaletta said. “Cuba then drew the bye 
for the one-day playoff. We played Taiwan that 
morning and won 2-1 with a run in the ninth. Then 
we played Cuba and got beat 8-4. 

“Cuba was far and away the best team in the 
tourney. The big thing they have is that they are 
very experienced. For instance, the pitcher who 
beat us in the final game was 32 years old. Many 
coaches and scouts feel they have several guys 
who could play in the major leagues right now.

patterns and keep the flow as steady as possible.” 

The longest waits in the city occur at Mountain 
Avenue and Foothill Boulevard. 

Factors considered in installing a new signal 
include collisions, complaints by motorists and 
residents and traffic volume. 

Liu said other projects in the design stages 
include Euclid and 14th Street, 16th Street and 
Euclid Avenue and 19th and Euclid. “We identify 
problems and then correct them if we can,” he said. 
“Many of our projects have had to be pushed back 
because of the need to do the Euclid Avenue storm 
drain project.” 

Liu said city officials had planned to widen 
Benson Avenue at the railroad crossing and to 
install crossing gates, but that is one of the 
projects placed on hold. 

Liu said the city also wants to improve 
Mountain Avenue at the Santa Fe crossing — “the 
one where you go airborne” — but the railroad has 
not yet provided a'list of materials needed to do the 
work. 

“They don’t want us to do anything on their 
tracks. They want to do the work while we supply 
the materials. But they just won’t give us a list,” he 
said. This project is still in the design stages too. 

“We have a listing of projects and they are 
prioritized and as money becomes available, we do 
them,” he said. 

“Our aim is to make the city streets as safe as 
possible accident rate has been steadily 
decreasing 11: i.e last five years from 110 to 120 per 
month to 80 per month now, so the streets are 
definitely safer.”
